your  presiding  officer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

I  sincerely  wish  that  I  could  feel  as  if  I  fully  deserved  the 
confidence  which  you  have  thus  given  to  me.  I  beg  to  assure 
you,  however,  that  I  appreciate  to  the  utmost  the  obligations 
which  that  confidence  imposes  on  me,  and  that  I  shall  enter 
upon  the  duties  of  this  important  office  with  a  deep  sense  of 
its  great  responsibilities — its  great  responsibility,  not  only  to 
you  as  members  of  this  body,  but  to  the  people  of  Philadel- 
phia, whose  trusted  agents  we  all  are. 

To  participate  in  the  Municipal  Government  of  a  million 
people  is  by  no  means  a  trifling  nor  an  insignificant  task.  To 
perform  such  a  task  acceptably  requires  liot  only  the  exercise 
of  good  business  knowledge  and  discretion,  but  the  highest 
order  of  diligence,  practicability,  and  integrity. 

I  have  seen  all  these  qualifications  exemplified  by  my  asso- 
ciates in  Common  Council  to  a  degree  of  which,  I  regret  to 
say,  that  the  general  public  have  no  adequate  conception. 

There  is  nothing  that  I  know  of  to  preserve  and  stimulate 
in  you  the  continuance  of  your  true  devotion  to  the  public 
interests  except  the  pride  which  you  all  feel  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia,  and  the  satisfaction  which  comes  to  every  faithful 
public  servant  in  the  consciousness  of  duty  well  performed. 

I  shall  proffer  you  no  advice,  nor  shall  I  make  to  you  any 
suggestions  as  to  the  direction  which  your  labors  ought  to  take 
for  the  new  year. 

Your  Committees  will  prepare  for  you.  as  heretofore,  the 
forms  of  legislation,  but  when  their  work  has  been  submitted 
to  you  for  your  consideration,  you  will  examine  it  carefully, 
scrutinize  it  closely,  and  whenever  necessary  modify  and  per- 
fect it  for  the  public  good.  These  are  the  duties  which  consti- 
tute safe  and  sound  legislation  for  the  people. 
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In  the  performance  of  these  duties  let  us  bear  ourselves 
toward  each  other  with  diligence,  with  patience,  with  forbear- 
ance, with  moderation,  to  the  end  that  that  which  we  shall  say 
here  will  bring  no  discredit  upon  us  as  Councilmen  or  as  citi- 
zens, while  that  which  we  shall  do  here  will  have  for  its  sole 
and  only  purpose  the  true  welfare  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia.

I  know  of  no  law  which  gives  the  city  the  right  to  tear  up  the 
tracks  on  the  route  of  any  railway  company  upon  the  allega- 
tion that  the  tracks  have  been  abandoned.  The  only  remedy 
the  city  can  resort  to  would  be  to  call  upon  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral to  act  in  the  premises. 
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In  view  of  the  opinion  of  the  City  Solicitor,  as  well  as  the 
claim  of  the  attorney  of  the  Philadelphia  Traction  Company, 
which  no  doubt  is  good  law,  I  have  the  honor  to  request  that 
you  will  inform  Councils  that  compliance  with  the  resolution 
of  instructions,  hereinbefore  named,  is  impossible.

Dear  Sir  : — On  May  12, 1887,  I  had  the  honor  to  request 
that  you  would  ask  Councils  to  pass  "An  Ordinance  requiring 
a  charge  to  be  made  for  all  permits  issued  to  break  the  streets 
for  the  purpose  of  making  water  connections."  This  matter 
has  failed  to  receive  the  consideration  of  Councils,  and  I  have 
the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  again  bring  this  subject  to 
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the  attention  of  those  bodies,  modified  so  as  to  cover  permits 
for  the  breaking  of  streets  for  any  purpose  whatever,  and  fix- 
ing a  charge  of  three  (3)  dollars  for  all  such  permits,  in  all 
cases  where  a  larger  sum  than  this  is  not  now  established 
by  law.  This  subject  deserves  early  consideration,  as  the 
City  of  Philadelphia  continues  to  lose  the  moneys  which 
should  be  paid  for  such  privileges,  and  which  would,  to  some 
extent,  reimburse  it  for  the  expenditure  made  necessary  to  re- 
pair the  streets  broken  because  of  the  connections  made. 

I  beg  that  you  will  ask  Councils  to  give  this  subject  imme- 
diate attention.

Gentlemen  : — I  have  the  honor  to  herewith  return,  without 
my  approval,  an  ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  amend 
an  ordinance  entitled  'An  Ordinance  to  authorize  the  paving^ 
of  East  Seville,  Markle,  and  Edgley  streets,  Maplewood  ave- 
nue, Ontario,  Smedley,  Seymour,  Mather,  French,  and  Fif- 
teenth streets,  Fairmount  avenue,  Mehl,  Wakefield,  Twentieth, 
Pacific,  and  Hermitage  streets,  Ripka  avenue,  Penn  and 
Sharpnack  streets,'  "  approved  March  12,  1887,  and  which 
provides  that  the  sum  for  the  paving  of  intersections  shall  be 
increased  from  one  hundred  dollars  to  three  hundred  and  fifty- 
three  dollars  and  sixty  cents,  for  the  following  reasons,  viz.  : 
That  the  ordinance  proposed  to  be  amended  provided  that  said 
Pacific  street  should  be  paved  from  Twenty-second  street  tO' 
Nicetown  lane  at  a  cost  for  intersections  not  to  exceed  one- 
hundred  dollars;  that  William  A.  Hendel  contracted  with  the- 
city,  under  date  of  November  3,  1887,  agreeing,  inter  alia, 
for  the  intersections  of  cross  streets  for  the  sum  of  two  dollars 
and  eleven  cents  per  square  yard,  which  shall  be  paid  for  in 
warrants  on  the  City  Treasurer,  drawn  by  the  Chief  of  the- 
Bureau  of  Highways,  approved  by  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works,  to  an  amount  which  shall  in  no  event 
exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars.  It  is  further  dis- 
tinctly understood  and  agreed  that  the  amount  to  be  paid  for' 
the  work  shall  in  no  event  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-three 
hundred  and  eighty  dollars,  and  the  city  shall  not  be  liable 
for  an  amount  exceeding  the  said  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

The  work  of  paving  this  street  has  been  completed  under 
this  contract,  and  the  warrant  for  the  amount  due  will  be 
drawn  whenever  the  contractor  chooses  to  apply  for  same. 

It  would  be  exceedingly  improper,  in  the  face  of  such  a 
contract  and  after  the  work  has  been  completed,  to  increase 
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the  sum  to  be  paid  the  contractor  three  hundred  and   fifty  per 
cent,  in  excess  of  the  amount  named  in  his  contract.

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils 

of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — The  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  at  its  last  session,  passed  the  following 
Act  of  Assembly,  viz. :  "An  Act  to  abolish  all  taxes  laid 
upon  watches,  household  furniture,  and  pleasure  carriages 
within  this  Commonwealth." 

"  Section  1.  Be  it  enacted.,  etc.,  That  all  taxes,  for  what- 
•ever  purposes,  laid  upon  watches,  household  furniture,  and 
pleasure  carriages,  by  and  under  the  revenue  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  abolished,  and 
the  laws  under  which  said  taxes  are  levied  and  collected,  so 
far  as  they  relate  to  the  property  herein  mentioned,  are  hereby 
repealed.    Approved  the  thirteenth  day  of  May,  A.  D.,  1887." 

Immediately  on  learning  of  the  enactment  of  this  law  I 
consulted  with  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes,  by  whom  the 
account  of  all  taxes  due  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  furnished 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes  for  collection,  and  in  which  Board  the 
power,  by  law,  is  vested  to  make  allowances  or  strike  off  taxes 
that  have  been  assessed ;  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes  in- 
formed me  that,  as  the  tax  for  1887  had  been  regularly  assessed 
in  accordance  with  the  laws  in  force  at  that  time,  and  as  the 
appropriations  of  Councils,  for  the  year  1887,  had  been  made 
on  the  basis  of  estimated  revenues  from  these  taxes  as  well  as 
from  other  sources,  they  felt  they  should  be  exceeding  their 
authority  if  they  were  to  take  upon  themselves  the  responsi- 
Ijility  of  deciding  that  the  Act  of  Assembly  became  imme- 
idiately  operative. 
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The  decision  of  this  question,  they  said,  belonged  to  the 
courts,  and,  until  there  determined,  they  could  not  strike  off 
the  assessments  standing  unpaid  upon  the  tax  duplicates. 

The  public,  through  the  medium  of  the  newspapers,  having 
learned  of  the  enactment  of  the  law,  in  many  instances  sought 
information  from  me  as  to  whether  they  should  pay  the  tax  or 
not ;  the  invariable  answer  was,  that  the  Department  of  Re- 
ceiver of  Taxes  was,  under  the  law,  required  to  collect  all 
taxes  standing  upon  the  tax  duplicates,  according  to  the  as- 
sessment made  by  the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes ;  that  the 
tax-payers  would  have  to  determine  for  themselves  whether 
they  would  pay  or  not ;  that  I  would  not  advise  them  one  way 
or  the  other.  I  directed  the  bill  clerks  in  all  cases,  when  so 
requested,  to  omit  from  the  bills  of  tax-payers  all  taxes  on 
watches,  household  furniture,  and  pleasure  carriages,  and  in 
each  instance  to  note  the  fact  of  the  request  upon  the  tax 
duplicate.  I  pursued  this  course  so  that  the  payment  by  the 
tax-payer  should  not  be  compulsory. 

On  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  January,  1888,  the  account  of 
all  taxes  unpaid  or  delinquent  on  the  books  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  were  placed  in  charge  of  the 
Delinquent  Department  for  collection  ;  notices  in  regular  form 
as  authorized  by  law  were  served  upon  all  delinquents,  that 
unless  the  tax  was  paid  within  thirty  days  from  the  date  of 
notice,  that  distraint,  etc.,  Avould  be  made  and  the  collection 
enforced ;  all  deputy  collectors  were  given  positive  instruc- 
tions, however,  as  to  the  tax  on  watches,  household  furniture, 
and  pleasure  carriages,  they  should  serve  the  notice  but  make 
no  attempt  to  enforce  the  payment  by  distraint ;  notice  was 
thus  given  and  demand  for  the  tax  made  that  an  appeal  to  the 
courts  could  be  made,  and  the  question  of  whether  the  tax  was 
repealed  and  the  laws  for  the  collection  abolished  judicially 
determined.  As  an  official  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  im- 
posed upon  me  by  law,  I  could  not  have  done  less  than  I  did, 
my  object  being,  without  resorting  to  forcible  measures,  to 
secure  a  judicial  decision  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 

As  the  result  thereof,  a  case  stated,  "  The  City  of  Philadel- 
phia V8.  J.  E.  Kingsley,  e(  a/.,"  was  presented  to  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  of  Philadelphia  County,  and  on  the  nine- 
teenth day  of  March,  1888.  the  opinion  of  the  court  was 
rendered  ''  that  the  aforesaid  Act  of  May  13,  1887,  repealed 
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all  taxes  on  the  class  of  property  in  the  said  act  mentioned 
■due  and  unpaid  at  the  time  of  its  passage,  and  abolished  all 
laws  for  the  collection  thereof." 

Since  the  thirteenth  day  of  May,  1887,  there  has  been  re- 
ceived by  the  Department  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  the  sum 
of  eighty  thousand  (80,000)  dollars  for  City  purposes,  and  the 
sum  of  twenty-seven  thousand  (27,000)  dollars  for  State  pur- 
poses in  payment  of  taxes  decided  to  have  been  abolished,  all 
of  which  moneys  have  been  turned  into  the  City  Treasury 
daily  according  to  law. 

Since  the  decision  of  the  courts  many  demands  have  been 
made  for  the  refunding  of  moneys  paid  the  City  in  payment 
of  taxes  as  aforesaid. 

Under  the  ruling  of  the  court,  no  taxes  Avere  due  upon  these 
classes  of  personal  property  since  the  thirteenth  day  of  May, 
1887. 

It  will  thus  be  seen,  that  under  the  operations  of  this  law 
great  injustice  has  been  done  the  tax-payers  who  promptly 
paid  their  taxes  for  1887,  between  the  first  day  of  January  and 
the  thirteenth  day  of  May,  1887,  and  a  reward  given  those 
tax-payers  who  did  not  pay  their  taxes  prior  to  the  passage 
of  the  act.  A  large  number  of  tax-payers  have  thus  escaped 
not  only  the  payment  of  the  taxes  of  1887,  but  all  previous 
years  of  delinquency. 

I  have  submitted  this  statement  of  facts  to  your  Honorable 
Bodies  in  order  that  you  may  consider  the  whole  subject,  and 
take  such  action  therein  as  you  may  deem  in  accordance 
with  the  equities  of  tue  case. 

I  respectfully  submit,  that  if  taxes  voluntarily  paid  since 
the  passage  of  the  act  should  be  refunded,  then  as  a  matter  of 
equity  and  justice  to  the  prompt  tax-payer,  a  like  refund 
should  be  made  to  that  class  who  paid  the  taxes  between  Jan- 
uary 1,  1887,  and  the  date  of  the  passage  of  the  Act  of  May 
13,  1887. 

The  amount  paid  between  January  1,  and  May  13,  1887, 
being  thirty-five  thousand  (35,000)  dollars  for  City  purposes, 
and  thirteen  thousand  (13,000)  dollars  for  State  purposes.

To  authorize  the  appointment  of  Supervisors  of  the  Manayunk 
intercepting  sewer,  its  branches,  all  storm-water  conduits 
and  streams  flowing  directly  or  indirectly  into  the  Schuyl- 
kill river,  and  all  connections  with  either  of  them,  and  to 
make  an  agreement  with  the  Schuylkill  Navigation  Company 
for  the  use  of  water  at  Manayunk. 

Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Ooni7i\on  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  the  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  Super- 
visors of  the  Manayunk  intercepting  sewer,  its  branches,  all 
storm-water  conduits  and  streams  flowing  or  leading  directly 
or  indirectly  into  the  Schuylkill  river,  and  all  connections 
with  either  of  them,  who  shall  have  the  power  of  regular  pa- 
trolmen, and  they  are  hereby  empowered,  and  it  is  made 
lawful  for  them,  to  enter  private  premises  between  6  A.  M. 
and  6  P.  M.,  and  at  all  other  times  when  business,  manufac- 
turing or  other  work  is  being  done,  to  see  that  the  rules  of 
the  Department  relating  to  connections  and  materials  dis- 
charged are  observed,  and  that  the  water  of  the  Schuylkill 
river  is  not  being  polluted. 

Any  person  who  shall  obstruct  or  oppose  said  Supervisors, 
or  other  persons  duly  authorized  and  certified  by  the  Director 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  making  inspection,  shall 
pay  for  each  offence  as  penalty  the  sum  of  twenty-five  (25) 
dollars. 

Sect.  2.  Two  Supervisors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Direc- 
tor of  the  Department  of  Public  Works,  at  a  salary  of  the  rate 
of  seven  hundred  and  twenty  (720)  dollars  each  per  annum, 
charged  to  appropriations  for  main  sewers  for  1888,  Item  31, 
and  thereafter  placed  in  the  annual  appropriations. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  said  Director  is  authorized  to  make  an 
agreement  with  the   Schuylkill  Navigation  Company  for  use 
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of  water  for  flushing  the  intercepting  sewer  at  Manayunk, 
payment  therefor  to  be  inserted  in  the  annual  appropriations 
to  the  Department  of  Public  Works.

Dear  Sir  : — The  lease  under  which  the  Bureau  of  Gas 
occupies  the  office  on  Seventh  street  expires  on  June  17  next. 
The  rent  paid  is  $5,400  a  year  and  taxes,  gas,  and  water  rent, 
assessed  against  the  whole  building;.  The  Bureau  is  also 
required  to  make  all  necessary  repairs  to  that  portion  of  the 
premises  occupied  by  them. 
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I  presume  arrangements  could  be  made  with  the  present 
owners  of  the  property  for  a  renewal  of  the  lease,  but  think  it 
would  be  well  to  find  other  quarters  nearer  to  the  new  City- 
Hall.

A  contaminated 
water-supply  and  a  thoroughly  defective  method  of  disposing 
of  .excrement  and  liquid  wastes  seriously  jeopardize  the  health 
of  the  station,  especially  in  quarantine  season,  and  have  been 
condemned  by  the  Board  of  Health.  The  water-supply  is 
polluted  by  privy  wells  which  are  the  only  means  at  present 
of  disposing  of  the  sewage  of  the  station. 

It  is  proposed  to  drain  the  buildings  and  grounds  in  accord- 
ance with  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  house  drainage, 
the  sewage  to  be  discharged  into  the  river  after  having  first 
been  disinfected.  Also  to  provide  a  supply  of  good  water  for 
all  uses,  which  will  be  collected  in  tanks  in  the  main  building. 
The  estimated  cost  of  these  improvements  (which  we  deem 
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imperative)  is  forty-six  hundred  and  ninety-seven  (^4,697) 
dollars  and  fifty-six  (56)  cents,  for  which  we  ask  an  appropria- 
tion.

My  Dear  Sir  : — After  making  a  careful  inspection  of  the 
police  station  houses  belonging  to  the  city,  I  beg  to  report  that 
I  find  very  many  of  them  in  a  deplorable  condition,  from  a 
sanitary  point  of  view.  In  most  of  the  houses  I  find  the 
water-closets  in  close  proximity  to  the  heaters,  so  that  the  foul 
and  poisonous  air  permeates  the  entire  building.  The  plumb- 
ing work  in  the  houses  is  not  in  accordance  with  law,  and  to 
alter  the  same  so  that  it  would  comply  with  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Board  of  Health  would  require  that  most  of 
the  pipes  be  torn  out  and  replaced  with  modern  fixtures  and 
larger  supply  pipes. 

It  will  be  necessary  also  that  the  soil-pipes  of  cells  be  ex- 
tended above  the  roof,  and  to  have  traps  on  sewer  side  of 
valve,  so  that  when  empty  the  draught  from  the  pipe  at  the 
highest  point  would  draw  the  foul  air  from  the  cells  through 
the  hoppers  and  up  through  the  drain-pipe.  I  also  find  that 
the  water  supply  is  deficient  in  all  the  houses  by  reason  of  the 
supply  pipes  being  too  small.  In  many  houses  I  find  galvan- 
ized sheet-iron  pipe  has  been  connected  with  soil-pipe  for  the 
purpose  of  ventilating  the  same.  This  is  a  gross  violation  of 
the  law  governing  this  matter.  All  such  pipes  should  be 
removed  and  cast-iron  pipe  with  leaded  joints  substituted 
therefor. 

The  approximate  cost  of  making  the  above  improvements  in 
the  several  station  houses  will  be  sixteen  thousand  five  hun- 
dred (16,500)  dollars. 
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Below  you  will  find  a  list  of  the  repairs  necesaary  to  be 
done  at  once : 

First  District. — Ventilate  soil-pipe  of  cells,  and  one  slop 
hopper  and  new  bath-tub  and  water-closet. 

Second  District. — Place  three  automatic  flushing  water- 
tanks  for  hoppers  in  cells  and  supply  same  from  street  main ; 
ventilate  soil  pipe  of  cells ;  insufficient  water  supply.

The  population  of  the  institution  has  increased  from  2,558 
in  March,  1887,  to  3,551  in  March,  1888,  the  largest  per- 
centage being  in  the  Insane  Department,  which  had  a  popu- 
lation of  299  in  March,  1887,  and  641  in  March,  1888. 

Of  the  insane  patients  sent  away  at  the  time  of  the  fire,  252 
have  been  returned.  The  cost  to  the  city  of  these  patients  in 
the  State  hospitals  Avas  ^26,258  per  year,  while  in  the  Insane 
Department  of  our  hospital  it  will  be  $20,000 — thus  saving 
the  city  over  $6,000  per  annum. 

The  accompanying  comparative  tables,  showing  the  increase 
in  quantity  of  some  of  the  principal  articles  issued  in  March, 
1888,  over  March,  1887,  and  the  difference  in  price  of  some 
of  the  food  supplies,  are  respectfully  submitted  for  your  con- 
sideration. 

As  will  be  seen,  the  matter  is  urgent,  and  I  would  suggest 
the  case  be  brought  speedily  to  the  attention  of  the  proper 
municipal  authorities.

Dear  Sir  : — At  a  Special  Meeting  of  the  Department  of 
Charities  and  Correction  held  on  Wednesday  of  this  week, 
and  which  had  been  called  by  me  with  special  reference  to 
the  need  of  increased  accommodation  for  the  Women's  Medical 
Wards  and  the  Nurses'  quarters,  I  was  requested  to  call  the 
attention  of  your  Honor  to  the  subject,  and  to  urge  upon  you 
the  pressing  necessity  for  relief  in  these  directions. 

At  this  meeting  a  communication  was  received  from  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Medical  Staff,  the  recommendations  of  which 
were  indorsed  by  nearly  all  of  the  medical  board.  They  ask 
that  arrangements  be  made  at  once  for  the  transfer  of  the 
Men's  Venereal  Wards  to  some  other  portion  of  the  institu- 
tion. These  wards  are  very  inappropriately  located  between 
the  Women's  Medical  Wards  and  the  Nurses  quarters — a 
position  which  they  never  should  have  occupied,  and  from 
which  there  are  urgent  reasons  for  their  prompt  removal,  apart 
from  the  fact  that  the  room  is  required  for  an  exteiision  of  the 
departments  referred  to. 

The  Board  resolved  itself  into  a  Committee  of  the  whole, 
and  visited  every  portion  of  the  institution  with  a  view  to 
furnishing  the  relief  asked  by  the  staff^  but  the  out-wards  as 
well  as  the  hospital  were  found  to  be  sadly  overcrowded,  and 
with  more  than  one  hundred  of  the  old  men  sleeping  on  the 
floor. 
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The  easiest  and  cheapest  provision  that  the  Board  eould  de- 
vise for  a  solution  of  the  problem,  was  in  the  suggestion  to 
make  the  two  pavilions  authorized  by  Councils  to  be  built  two 
stories  high  instead  of  one.  An  estimate  of  the  additional 
cost  for  this  modification  is  $5,000. 

The  Board  authorized  me  to  press  the  prompt  consideration 
of  this  request  upon  your  Honor,  and  you  will  permit  me  to 
add  my  personal  entreaty  thereto. 

As  we  have  already  commenced  the  demolition  of  one  of 
the  wooden  pavilions,  it  is  essential  that  we  know  at  once 
whether  we  may  be  permitted  to  arrange  for  the  addition  of 
another  story  or  not.

Dear  Sir  : — I  am  in  receipt  of  your  letter  of  the  fourth 
instant,  in  which  you  submit  the  following  resolution  for  my 
opinion : 

RESOLUTION 

Of  request  to  the  City  Solicitor  for  his  opinion  in  regard  to 
sale  of  certain  real  estate  of  the  city. 

"■Resolved,  by  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia,  That  the  City  Solicitor  be  requested  to  give 
these  Councils  an  opinion  as  to  the  right  of  Councils  hereafter 
to  dispose  of  any  real  estate,  reserved  for  poor  purposes,  under 
the  Act  of  28th  April,  1887,  relating  to  sale  of  poor  lands  and 
real  estate  held  for  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor, 
and  whether  we  have  the  right  to  dispose  of  real  estate  belong- 
ing to  the  city  without  advertising,  and  at  public  sale." 

The  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  P.  L.  269,  Section  22,  pro- 
vides : 

"  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  as 
rapidly  as  purchasers  can  be  procured,  without  a  sacrifice  of 
price,  to  make  public  sale  and  conveyance  of  the  public  halls, 
lots  and  real  estate  vested  in  the  said  city,  not  held  upon  any 
trust  and  not  required  for  authorized  public  purposes,  and  to 
apply  the  proceeds  in  discharge  of  the  city  debts,  and  if  ground 
rents  be  reserved,  to  sell  and  convey  the  same  for  said  purposes." 

The  Act  of  May  1,  1861,  P.  L.  432,  provides : 

"  Section.  1.  That  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  hereby  em- 
powered to  make  public  or  private  sale,  and  convey  in  fee 
simple  or  reserving  ground  rents,  the  present  Almshouse 
grounds,  or  any  part  thereof,  situate  in  the  Twenty-fourth 
Ward  of  said  city,  containing  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven 
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acres,  more  or  less,  and  the  buildings  thereon  erected,  subject 
to  the  following  conditions  : 

1.  That  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  reserve  a  part  of  said 
ground,  not  exceeding  forty  acres,  to  be  laid  out  and  main- 
tained a3  an  open,  public  place  forever  for  the  health  and  rec- 
reation of  the  people. 

2.  That  the  said  city  shall  also  reserve  at  Pine  and  South 
streets,  on  the  River  Schuylkill,  pieces  of  ground  sufficient, 
in  the  opinion  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  Surveyor  of  said 
city,  for  abutments  and  approaches  thereto,  for  a  bridge  or 
bridges  which  may  be  lawfully  authorized  to  be  erected  at  either 
of  said  streets. 

Sect.  2.  That  the  City  of  Philadelphia  is  hereby  empow- 
ered to  purchase  land  and  erect  thereon  alms  or  poor-house 
(with  or  Avithout  a  house  of  correction  and  employment,  as  may 
be  deemed  expedient),  and  in  payment  thereof,  to  create  a 
loan  which  shall  be  exempt  from  state  tax. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  the 
grounds  and  buildings,  specified  in  the  first  section  of  this  act, 
shall  be  specifically  applied  to,  and  pledged  for  the  payment 
of  the  loan  authorized  by  the  section  of  this  act,  and  if  ground 
rents  shall  be  reserved,  or  mortgages  taken  in  payment,  the 
same,  when  sold  or  paid  off,  shall  be  applied  to  and  for  the 
same  purpose." 

The  Act  of  April  28,  1887,  P.  L.  75,  provides: 
Section  1.  That  the  Courts  of  Common  Pleas,  of  the  sev- 
eral counties  of  this  Commonwealth,  shall  have  jurisdiction,  and 
are  hereby  authorized,  to  decree  a  public  or  private  sale  af  any 
poor-house  property  or  real  estate,  held  for  the  relief  and  em- 
ployment of  the  poor,  in  any  county,  city,  borough,  township 
or  poor  district,  at  such  times,  and  in  such  parts  or  parcels, 
and  upon  such  terms  as,  in  the  opinion  of  any  such  Court,  may 
be  considered  most  advantageous  to  such  district. 

Sect.  2.  Such  sale  may  be  decreed  upon  the  petition  of  the 
overseer,  or  the  poor  directors,  or  managers  for  the  relief  and 
employment  of  the  poor,  of  any  county,  city,  borough,  township 
or  poor  district,  setting  forth  that  such  sale  would  be  to  the  ad- 
vantage of  the  said  district,  and  all  facts  needful  for  the  infor- 
mation of  the  Court,  under  oath  or  affirmation,  and  shad  only 
■take  place  after  a  full  and  careful  investigation  by  the  Court, 
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aided,  when  deemed  necessary,  by  the  report  of  a  competent 
person  to  be  appointed  by  the  Court ;  and,  if  upon  such  inves- 
tigation the  Court  shall  deem  it  to  the  advantage  of  such  dis- 
trict that  property  so  held,  or  any  part  thereof,  should  be  sold, 
such  Court  is  hereby  authorized  to  decree  a  sale  thereof,  and 
to  direct  the  investment  of  the  proceeds  of  such  sale  or  sales 
in  the  purchase,  for  the  use  of  such  district,  of  such  other  real 
estate  as  may  be  necessary  for  poor  purposes,  and  in  the  erec- 
tion of  suitable  buildings  thereon,  for  the  comfortable  main- 
tenance, employment  and  support  of  the  poor  of  such  poor 
district,  and  such  other  investments  thereof,  as  may  be  deemed 
most  advantageous  to  the  district. 

Sect.  3.  That  all  laws  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed. 

It  will  be  seen  that  under  the  Act  of  April  21,  1855,  the 
•city  is  authorized  to  make  sale  and  conveyance  of  all  real  es- 
tate in  the  city,  and  not  held  upon  any  trust,  and  not  required 
for  authorized  public  purposes,  but  the  sale  must  be  public. 

Under  the  Act  of  1861,  above  quoted,  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia can  sell,  at  private  or  public  sale,  the  present  Almshouse 
grounds,  or  any  part  thereof,  situate  in  the  Twenty-fourth 
Ward  of  said  city :  Provided,  That  there  shall  be  reserved  a 
part  of  said  ground,  not  exceeding  forty  acres,  as  an  open, 
public  place  for  the  recreation  of  the  people  forever,  and  that 
the  proceeds  arising  from  the  sale  of  the  ground  and  buildings, 
shall  be  specifically  applied  to,  and  pledged  for  the  payment 
of  the  loan  authorized  by  the  second  section  of  the  Act. 

Under  the  act  of  1887,  before  either  a  public  or  private  sale 
<;an  be  had  of  this  property,  a  decree  of  the  Court  must  be 
first  obtained. 

The  question  is,  does  the  Act  of  1887,  which  requires  a 
decree  of  the  Court  before  a  public  or  private  sale  can  be  made, 
repeal  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1861  ? 

The  Act  of  1861  was  a  special  Act,  and  provided  only  for 
the  sale  of  the  Almshouse  property,  in  the  Twenty-fourth 
Ward  of  the  city. 

The  Act  of  1887  is  a  general  Act,  and  provides  a  method 
for  the  sale  of  all  the  real  estate,  held  for  poor  purposes,  in  the 
counties,  boroughs,  townships  and  poor  districts  in  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  I  do  not  find  that  it  directly  or  indirectly  re- 
peals the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  1861. 
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The  Acts  are  affirmative  and  can  both  stand  together.  They 
are  not  inconsistent,  and  there  is  no  repeal  by  direction  or  im- 
plication of  the  former  Act  by  the  latter. 

The  matter  then  comes  to  you  for  the  exercise  of  your  dis- 
cretion and  best  judgment  in  the  selection  of  the  method  to  be 
adopted  in  the  sale  of  this  property  for  the  advantage  of  the 
city. 

You  have  one  of  two  courses  to  pursue  in  the  matter,  either 
to  direct  a  sale  of  the  land  under  the  Act  of  1861,  or  let  the 
Overseers,  or  Poor  Directors,  or  Managers  for  the  relief  and 
employment  of  the  poor  petition  the  Court  for  leave  to  sell. 
In  one  instance,  no  public  notification  is  required ;  in  the  other, 
all  the  facts  and  all  the  information  in  relation  to  the  matter, 
must  be  submitted  to  the  Court,  and  after  a  full  and  careful 
investigation;  if  it  be  deemed  to  the  advantage  of  the  city,  the 
Court  will  decree  a  sale.

whole  number  of  City  Prize  Scholarships  to  fifty,  shall  be 
admitted  to  the  College  Depai-tment.  It  is  further  agreed 
upon  and  recommended  that  whenever  the  number  of  appli- 
cants to  any  department  exceeds  the  number  of  existing 
vacancies,  the  award  of  scholarships  to  that  department  shall 
be  determined  by  competitive  examination.

To  the  Presidents  and  Members  of  Select  and 

Common  Councils  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Act  of  Assembly,  approved  June  11,  1879,  I  herewith  fur- 
nish a  detailed  statement  of  the  estimated  receipts,  expenses, 
and  liabilities  of  every  kind  for  the  next  fiscal  year,  from 
January  1,  1889,  and  for  the  months  of  the  current  year  from 
August  1,  1888,  and  have  added  thereto  the  usual  calculation 
for  the  tax  rate,  made  in  conformity  with  the  directions  of 
the  first  section  of  that  Act. 

The  total  estimated  expenses  of  the  various  departments  of 
the  city  for  the  year  1889,  as  submitted  to  me,  amount  to 
$18,584,047.48,  exclusive  of  ^'the  lawful  obligations  due  by 
the  city  during  that  year,''  w^hich  must  be  provided  for, 
amounting  to  $4,336,698.40.  This  sum  includes  the  several 
amounts  required  for  the  payment  of  interest  and  State  tax 
upon  loans  of  the  city  during  1889 ;  the  amount  required  to 
pay  the  principal  of  the  Four  Per  Cent,  loans  maturing  that 
year ;  the  amount  required  by  the  Sinking  Fund  Commis- 
sioners and  an  estimated  deficiency,  or  floating  indebtedness, 
amounting  to  $167,217,  estimated  to  be  due  on  January  1, 
1889.  This  deficiency  is  caused  by  the  large  number  of  judg- 
ments obtained  against  the  city  which  have  not  been  presented 
to  the  Treasurer  for  payment,  amounting  to  $190,082.51. 
Of  this  sum  it  is  certified  to  me  there  are  held  by  the  Phila- 
'delphia  National  Bank  judgments  amounting  to  $181,582.51, 
upon  which  no  interest  is  charged.  These  judgments  have 
been  charged  in  the  statements  herewith  presented  as  a  liability 
of  the  city.  The  City  Solicitor  has  stated  to  this  Department 
that  in  road  jury  reports  filed,  but  not  yet  confirmed  by  the 
Courts,  judgments  Avill  probably  be  entered  against  the  city 
for  $170,948.80,  and  that  in  the  reports  that  will  be  filed 
before  the  close  of  the  present  year  additional  judgments  will 
probably  be  entered  against  the  city  for  road  damages  amount- 
ing to  $75,000. 

In  the  statement  of  the  "  Limit  of  City  Expenses  for 
1889,"  the  '"'■Average  income  from  sources  other  than  current 
tax  moneys  {exclusive  of  Sinking  Fund  receipts),  such  average 
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of  income  to  be  determhied  hy  ascertaining  the  average  income 
during  the  five  years  immediately  preceding,"  is  probably 
jless  than  it  will  be  found  to  be,  as  the  receipts  from  the  Gas 
Bureau  and  licenses  to  sell  liquor  at  retail  enter  into  the 
average  for  one  year  only.  No  estimate  of  probable  receipts 
in  1889  has  been  made  for  Fairmount  Park  fund,  which 
amounted  in  1887  to  $12,341.51,  and  has  averaged  for  the 
past  five  years  $12,699.63  per  year. 

The  valuation  of  taxable  property  for  1889,  furnished  by 
the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes,  amounts  to  $669,507,564, 
which  is  Jin  increase  of  $22,261,425  upon  real  estate,  and 
$33,100  upon  personal  property,  making  a  total  increase  of 
$22,294,525  in  the  valuation  of^taxable  property  over  1888. 

To  meet  the  entire  demand  of  the  several  departments  and 
bureaus  for  the  next  year  it  would  be  necessary  to  levy  a  tax 
of  $2.96  per  hundred  upon  the  valuation  of  taxable  property, 
which  is,  of  course,  impi^acticable. 

If  the  tax  rate  be  fixed  at  $1.85  it  will  be  necessary  for 
you  to  reduce  the  estimates  of  the  departments  and  bureaus 
$6,732,115.42,  which,  however,  will  yield  $336,237.49  more 
than  the  tax  levy  this  year  produced. 

A  tax  rate  of  $1.80  w^ill  produce  $11,547,306.87,  which  is 
$21,612.30  more  than  the  tax  levy  ot  the  present  year  yielded 
at  the  rate  of  $1.85  per  hundred. 

A  tax  rate  of  $1.90  upon  same  valuation  will  give 
$6,427,490.05  less  than  the  departments  ask  for. 

A  tax  rate  of  $1.95  upon  same  valuation  will  give 
$6,122,595.71  less  than  the  departments  ask  for. 

A  tax  rate  of  $2.00  upon  the  same  valuation  will  produce 
$5,827,358.15  less  than  the  departments  ask  for. 

It  is  a  satisfaction  to  the  taxpayer  and  to  the  holder  of  the 
loans  of  the  city  to  observe  the  gradual  but  considerable  re- 
duction of  the  funded  debt,  which  results  in  a  corresponding 
decrease  in  annual  charges  for  interest.  There  have  been 
redeemed  during  the  first  seven  months  of  the  present  year 
loans  amounting  to  $140,900,  and  on  December  31,  next, 
there  will  be  paid  $39,000  of  the  Four  Per  Cent,  loan,  and 
on  January  1,  next,  there  will  be  redeemed  Six  Per  Cent, 
loans  to  the  amount  of  $1,415,900.

Dear  Sir  : — In  view  of  the  appropriation  made  by  ordi- 
nance of  Councils,  approved  July  21,  1888,  for  avoiding  grade 
crossings  on  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  at  Kensington  avenue, 
"K"  street,  and  Frankford  road,  |65,000,  I  advertised  for 
bids  to  do  this  work,  presuming  that  the  railroad  company 
would,  as  they  have  heretofore  done,  offer  to  do  the  work  for 
the  appropriation  made.  No  offers  were  received  from  any 
one,  but  a  few  hours  after  the  time  for  opening  the  bids,  I  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  Mr.  William  J.  Latta,  General  Agent, 
dated  18th  inst.,  a  copy  of  Avhich  is  hereto  attached.  A  copy 
of  my  reply  is  also  appended,  and  fully  expresses  the  opinion 
of  this  Department  upon  the  subject. 

I  may  add,  that  this  matter  of  change  of  grade  crossings  is 
in  an  altogether  unsatisfactory  condition  ;  more  explicit  legis- 
lation on  the  part  of  Councils  is  desirable. 

When  the  subject  of  a  change  of  grade  at  the  Church  street 
crossing,  Frankford,  was  first  considered  by  Councils,  an 
appropriation  of  some  $3,000  was  made  for  this  work.  The 
railroad  company  declined  to  do  the  work  for  that  price,  and 
the  amount  was  increased  to  nearly  $19,000,  to  which  must 
be  added  additional  expense  for  removing  and  replacing  gas 
and  water  mains  on  the  lines  of  the  street  affected  by  the 
change  of  grade. 

The  change  of  crossing  on  Sixth  street  is  in  an  equally  un- 
satisfactory condition.     The  company  declines  to  do  the  work 
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of  drainage  necessary  to  make  the  street  passable,  and  claims 
that  the  only  work  to  be  expected  of  them  is  the  building  of 
the  bridge.  The  street  being  impassable  in  its  present  condi- 
tion, it  was  deemed  best  to  have  the  bridge  built,  notwith- 
standing the  fact  that  when  completed  the  street  will  not  be 
passable,  trusting  that  in  the  immediate  future  some  arrange- 
ment will  be  made  by  which  the  depression  caused  by  the 
change  of  grade  can  be  properly  drained. 

If  the  claim  of  the  railroad  company,  that  they,  for  the 
amount  of  money  appropriated  by  Councils  are  expected  only 
to  complete  the  work  necessary  to  be  done  between  the  right- 
of-way  lines  of  the  Connecting  Railway  is  well  founded,  the 
sum  appropriated,  $65,000,  will  be  but  a  very  small  portion 
of  the  amount  of  money  necessary  to  put  "K"  street,  Ken- 
sington avenue,  and  Frankford  road  in  a  condition  fit  for 
travel  after  the  change  of  grade  has  been  effected,  and  in  addi- 
tion to  the  land  damages  for  which  the  city  will  be  liable 
under  the  law,  very  much  larger  appropriations  will  have  to 
be  made  for  regrading,  repaving,  macadamizing,  resetting 
curb,  etc. 

A  report  of  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Surveys,  dated  June 
6th  last,  a  copy  of  which  is  hereto  attached,  gives  concisely  a 
statement  of  the  legislation  already  had  upon  the  subject  of 
continued  increase  of  expense  to  the  city  in  connection  with 
these  changes. 

I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  ask  Councils  to 
give  this  matter  early  attention,  so  that  the  very  desirable 
work  of  changing  these  grade  crossings  may  be  put  into  early 
operation.

Dear  Sir  : — A  notice  from  your  Department,  accompanied 
by  proposals  in  duplicate,  and  specifications  in  detail  fof  work 
to  be  done  thereunder  relative  to  bridges  over  the  Connecting 
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Railways,  subject  to  Item  No.  28  of  the  general  appropriation 
bill,  July  21,  1888,  has  been  referred  to  me. 

I  note  in  your  specifications  under  No.  1,  "  The  work  in 
general,"  the  following:  "And  including  the  grading,  repay- 
ing, and  resetting  curb  stones,  and  macadamizing  where  now 
paved,  and  macadamize  on  those  streets  between  house  lines  of 
same  north  and  south  of  said  bridges,  to  the  present  surface  of 
those  streets." 

The  understanding  we  had  with  the  Finance  Committee 
when  the  ^65,000  was  appropriated,  was  to  the  effect  that  this 
amount  of  money  would  be  paid  to  this  company  as  a  portion 
of  the  expenses  incident  to  the  construction  of  bridges  only. 
In  other  words,  for  such  work  as  might  be  done  between  the 
right-of-way  lines  of  the  connecting  railways. 

It  was  also  given  to  us  to  understand,  that  additional  legis- 
lation requiring  the  vacating  of  certain  streets  between  Ken- 
sington avenue,  "  K "  streets,  and  a  portion  of  old  Front 
street,  Harrowgate  lane,  etc.,  as  well  as  for  payment  of  the 
necessary  expenses  incident  to  the  change  of  the  grade  of  the 
three  streets  in  question,  including  damage  to  property,  re- 
paving.  scAverage,  etc.,  together  Avith  an  ordinance  giving 
three  months'  notice  that  such  change  in  grade  was  to  be 
made. 

Ordinances  covering  all  of  the  above  are  now  in  course  of 
preparation  to  be  submitted  to  Councils  meeting  September 
next.  Under  the  circumstances,  therefore,  we  do  not  feel  jus- 
tified in  making  a  bid  under  the  specifications  hereinbefore 
mentioned.

This   De- 
partment can  only  act  in  compliance  with  laws  and  ordinances 
16* 
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regularly  passed,  and  not  in  accordance  with  any  understand- 
ings privately  had  between  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  C  om- 
pany  and  committees  of  Councils. 

The  ordinance  approved  July  2,  1888,  in  reference  to  grade 
crossings,  reads  as  follows  :  To  new  Item  28  (Highways),  for 
avoiding  grade  crossings  on  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  on 
Kensington  avenue,  "  K "  street,  and  Frankford  road, 
$65,000."  This  is  all  the  money  that  the  Department  has 
for  this  purpose,  and  it  would  be  absurd  to  spend  this  for 
building  a  bridge  to  avoid  a  grade  crossing,  and  then  having 
n9  money  for  grading,  repaving,  resetting  curb,  etc.,  and  hav- 
ing no  crossing  at  all,  as  would  be  the  case  were  your  sugges- 
tions adopted,  and  your  company  permitted  to  build  its  bridge 
without  reference  to  the  streets  to  be  used  by  the  general  pub- 
lic. 

I  regret  that  this  work  cannot  be  promptly  put  under  way, 
because  of  your  refusal  to  bid  upon  specifications  by  which  the 
work  could  be  done  in  a  manner  to  avoid  these  grade  cross- 
ings.

Dear  Sir  : — In  reply  to  your  inquiry,  I  find  in  Appendix 
(No.  185),  to  Select  Council  Journal  for  1882  and  1883,  Vol. 
2,  page  1277,  that  an  ordinance  was  introduced  with  corres- 
pondence, showing  that  the  estimated  cost  of  bridges  on  the 
line  of  Connecting  Railroad  at  Sixth.  Second  street,  Kensing- 
ton avenue,  and  Frankford  avenue  was  $120,000,  and  the  pro- 
posed ordinance  appropriated  |60,000  for  the  purpose. 

Appendix  No.  304,  Common  Council  Journal,  Vol.  2, 1882 
and  1883,  recommended  the  appropriation  of  $50,000,  which 
was  passed  March  31,  1883,  page  77. 

By  ordinance  of  October  5,  1883,  page  239,  except  what 
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related  to  Second  street,  the  ordinance  was  repealed,  and,  on 
May  1st,  1884,  $12,000  was  paid  by  the  city  for  the  bridge 
under  contract  with  William  L.  Zeigler  (Engineer  of  P.  R.  R.), 
By  ordinance  of  March  20,  1888,  $12,500  was  appropriated 
to  this  Bureau  for  the  bridge  at  Sixth  street,  and  a  proposal 
for  $12,500  was  received  from  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad 
Company. 

These  two  bridges  together  take  $24,500.  The  original 
estimate  of  one-half  cost  of  the  four  bridges  was  $60,000,  the 
difference  being  $35,500.

Dear  Sir  : — On  March  28th  an  Ordinance  was  approved 
authorizing  the  paving  of  the  old  market  plots  on  Girard  ave- 
nue, betAveen  Broad  street  and  Morton  street.  This  Ordinance 
contained  a  proviso  that  the  Passenger  Railway  Company  occu- 
pying and  using  Girard  avenue  shall  be  at  the  cost  of  removing 
their'' tracks  to  the  centre  of  the  street.  Work  under  this 
Ordinance  has  been  delayed  because  of  the  desire  of  the  De- 
partment to  secure  a  modification  of  the  requirement  that  the 
old  curbstone  should  be  removed  to  the  city  yard,  the  city 
having  no  use  for  this  stone,  and  their  removal  to  and  from 
the  yard  to  a  place  where  they  might  be  used  by  some  one 
would  exceed  the  value  of  the  stones  and  would  increase  the 
cost  of  the  paving  to  the  property  owners  without  any  benfit 
to  the  city.  It  has  also  been  impossible  to  secure  the  assent 
of  the  Second  and  Third  Street  Passenger  Railway  Company 
to  the  removal  of  its  tracks,  as  prescribed  by  the  Ordinance  of 
Councils,  the  President  of  that  Company  writing  me  finally  on 
August  30,  as  follows  : 

"  I  have  thoughtfully  and  carefully  examined  the  same  (the 
removal  of  our  tracks  on  Girard  avenue  to  the  centre  of  the 
street),  and  believe  it  would  be  greatly  to  the  disadvantage  of 
the  public  using  the  cars,  as  well  as  considerable  expense  in 
removing  the  same  without  any  one  being  benefited.  Under 
the  above  circumstances  I  am  opposed  to  the  moving  of  the 
tracks." 

The  Peoples'  Passenger  Railway  Company  have  been  ready 
to  remove  their  tracks  as  soon  as  the  street  was  properly 
graded,  and  they  desire  permission  to  remove  a  curve  now  ob- 
structing, to  some  extent,  the  intersection  at  Girard  avenue 
and  Charlotte  street,  to  a  point  some  150  feet  west  of  that 
place.  I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  ask  Councils 
to  give  this  matter  additional  consideration  with  a  view  to  a 
modification  of  the  present  Ordinance  made  necessary  by  the 
position  taken  by  Passenger  Railway  Companies  in  time,  if 
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possible,  to  have  this  paving  done  this  year.     The  street  is  in 
a  very  unsatisfactory  condition  and  should  have  early  attention.

Dear  Sir  :  All  the  streets  authorized  to  be  repaved  with 
improved  pavements  are  either  completed  or  under  contract 
to  be  finished  at  an  early  day,  except  one  square  on  Broad 
street,  from  Cumberland  street  to  Huntingdon  street,  Avhich 
it  is  deemed   inadvisable  to   relay  with   sheet   asphalt  at  this 
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time,  because  of  the  im])ossibility  of  removing  the  Passenger 
Railway  tracks  on  to  Fifteenth  street ;  Glenwood  avenue,  from 
that  street  to  Broad  street,  being  still  unopened. 

Some  action  of  Councils  is  necessary  to  secure  the  opening 
of  this  street  at  once,  as  it  will  be  impossible  to  improve  North 
Broad  street  beyond  Cumberland  street,  so  long  as  the  railroad 
tracks  renuiin  there. 

When  the  work  of  repaving  the  streets  referred  to  is  com- 
pleted as  above,  there  will  be  a  balance  to  the  credit  of  this 
item  of  $22,000.  There  are  several  points  in  various  parts  of 
the  city  Avhere  gaps  of  a  square  or  less  occur  between  improved 
pavements  on  the  streets,  or  on  adjoining  streets,  viz.  : 

Noble  street,  from  Sixth  street  to  Marshall  street. 

Marshall  street,  from  Noble  street  to  Buttonwood  street. 

Cherry  street,  from  Twenty-second  street  to  the  Schuylkill 
river. 

Twenty-first  street,  from  South  street  to  Fitzwater  street. 

Swanson  street,  from  South  street  to  Brinbridge  street. 

Diamond  street,  west  to  Second  street. 

Hamilton  street,  east  to  Thirty-first  street. 

Baltimore  avenue,  west  to  Forty-third  street. 

If  these  gaps  were  closed  up  there  would  be  long  stretches  of 
street  laid  with  improved  pavement,  a  matter  of  manifest  im- 
portance. 

I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  ask  Councils  for 
authority  to  have  the  contracts  under  which  the  streets  named 
or  the  adjoining  streets  have  been  paved,  extended  to  cover 
the  distances- named  above,  all  these  contracts  being  at  low 
figures,  so  that  no  delay  may  be  had  in  having  this  work  go  on. 

I  would  also  ask  authority  to  draw  a  warrant  for  $412 
to  pay  for  work  done  on  Mount  Vernon  street,  in  excess  of 
the  appropriation  first  made,  which  work  was  necessary  to  carry 
the  improved  pavement  to  a  street  crossing. 

After  a  conference  with  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  High- 
ways it  was  deemed  advisable  to  appoint  an  inspector  to  be 
permanently  upon  the  streets  which  were  being  relaid  with 
asphalt,  and  a  gentleman  of  proper  knowledge  and  experience, 
having  passed  the  Civil  Service  Board,  was  put  on  duty  for 
that  purpose.     Warrants  to  pay  him,  at  the  rate  of  $75  per 
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month  Avere  drawn  against  the  appropriation  for  this  work,  but 
were  not  countersigned  by  the  City  Controller,  because  there 
was  no  specific  authority  for  the  employment  of  the  Inspector. 
To  pay  him  for  the  months  of  June,  July,  August,  and 
September,  I  ask  authority  for  the  City  Controller  to  counter- 
sign warrants  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  $300,  against  the 
item  hereinbefore  mentioned.

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Oommon  Councils  of  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  do  ordain.

For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt 
and  for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71)  cents. 

Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
•eight  (8)  cents. 
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Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  7.  For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20)  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  Markets  and  City  Property,  the  sum 
of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  9.  For  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  10.  For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  City  Commissioners,  the 
sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  1^.  For  health,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  13,  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents.  And  said  amounts  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects  subject  to 
further  direction  by  Ordinance.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills 
the  rate  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"  agricultural  and  farm  lands"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"rural  or  suburban"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  relief 
and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the  assessed 
property  situate  in  the  wards  where  houses  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the  Eighteenth 
section  of  the  act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum 
shall  be  allowed.  If  paid  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  June  and 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
one-half  of  one  per  cent,  shall  be  added  and  be  made  payable 
to  the  same.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  August  and  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  September  there  shall  be  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  one  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  there  shall  be 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  and  one-half  per  cent.  If  paid 
after  the  first  day  of  October  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
November  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per 
cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  November  and  on  or 
before  the  first  day  of  December  there  shall  be  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  three  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  De- 
cember and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  an  addition 
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or  penalty  of  four  per  cent. ;  ancj  upon  all  taxes  remaining 
unpaid  after  the  first  day  of  January  there  shall  be  an  addition 
or  penalty  of  five  per  cent,  added  to  and  made  payable  on  the 
same.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to 
display  from  day  to  day  in  large  figures  and  in  a  conspicuous 
place  in  the  Tax  Office  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed 
by  ordinance.  And  all  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinancca 
inconsistent  herewith  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.
